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in all likelinood Oz WA was never supposed to leave the Texas School Book Depository alive had he not left 
alive had he been killed there with the evidence already planted he's dead never can say a word they killed a 
little commie rat open-and-shut case also if you'd go back and ask the policeman right now which we have 
done they'll tell you real quickly that they were told to shut up and there's there is no way that a fair 
investigation could have been in fact conducted by the people around the word Commission also his ties with 
the mob as apparently if you read David chimes book you know many if not most of our top political leaders 
have mob contacts it may even be a situation where the mob has such muscle and influence that you can't 
really be a top leader without the connections with the mob or at least a lace a fair relationship with them in 
our last previous program on alternative views we described the conspiracy which resulted in the 
assassination of John F Kennedy now we're going to take a close look at the cover-up see who was involved 
politically militarily and in the police establishment right now on alternative views 
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this is the second in our two-part series of our continuing series of studying the Kennedy assassination our 
last program was with john stockwell former CIA official and Gary Shaw author of cover-up we talked mainly 
about the nature of the conspiracy to kill John F Kennedy this very complex conspiracy that took place well 
on the program this time we're going to talk mainly about the cover-up and how that has continued to today 
until today except on for a lot of books and speaking of books a lot of books have been written recently we're 
going to review some of these books who is actually involved in the cover-up and what steps did it take the 
cover-up had to be initiated early on in other words it had to be pre-planned for instance if you're going to 
plant certain evidence to point the finger of guilt to a party or an individual then that evidence needs to be 
manufactured ahead of time and so probably this was done when the site was chosen the alleged Patsy was 
was chosen and the modus operandi was 
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was chosen and the modus operandi was was all chosen and picked out and so forth and early on they had 
done that the cover-up actually went into place at the time of the shooting and that we find that there's 
conflicting testimony concerning the way the alleged sniper's nest appeared at the time it was found and and 
later on in fact we have at least four and probably five official photographs of the sniper's nest this sixth floor 
southeast corner of the School Book Depository where the boxes are arranged in four different positions we 
don't know today which is the right position because early on there was a changing of them the holes from 
the rifle the the original officers that saw the scene said that they were laid side by side there later on we get 
photographs and they're scattered like they would be if it was a bolt-action rifle was used so these things 
began early on and had to involve not all of the Dallas police but maybe one member you know or somebody 
in a position to manipulate this sort of thing somebody who had access to the sixth floor of the Texas 
schoolbook depository was close to Oswald and later on you know this cover-up it had to go into the upper 
echelon some of it | think was conspiratorial pre-planning and went to the highest echelons of our 
government and some of it was of expediency is it couldn't there be two aspects of the cover-up or maybe 
two different cover-ups one is the pre-planned conspiratorial cover-up they knew they had to cover up 
evidence medical ballistic other types of police 
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medical ballistic other types of police type of evidence but then when you got to the higher level of the 
Warren Commission the mass media and all that that was another cover-up that continues to today and that 
may be of a different nature to totaled it so weird that's what | mean by that cover by expediency and | and I'll 


talk about why we talk about it out yeah the first the first one first and we'll talk about one thing in particular | 
think is very important to remember in this that in all likelihood and again this is speculation but | think it's 
pretty sound speculation in all likelihood AHS were was never supposed to leave the Texas schoolbook 
depository alive had he not left alive had he been killed there with the evidence already planted he's dead 
never can say a word they killed a little commie rat open-and-shut case in this typical of operations of 
assassinations where you have somebody and he's the assassin when you kill him right it's typical of mother 
why why there's a tie how did he have gotten out there that's furniture obviously he he didn't do as they 
supposed he would do all right you know and when he did and he made contact with his with his principal 
and so they had you know had planned to or had to go into effect had planned one done his job we'd not we 
had not had that the extreme cover-up that we've had to have because of it and that's a big | think that's a big 
point | had not really explored that before but if he had been they burst in on him and someone shoots him 
and his body's there with the evidence in the window with a rifle with the boxes with the bullets 
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rifle with the boxes with the bullets then all of the confusion it must have caused them some anxiety wouldn't 
have been necessary and the Ruby and all the mysterious things that happen that can only be explained in 
terms of a damage control and a prolonged and increasingly sloppy conspiracy now we talked about the 
cover-up of medical evidence in our previous program we know from the two programs previous to that 
which you did with us of a lot of cover-up and destruction of evidence by local police and by the FBI first let's 
talk about the local police what type of cover-up occurred there okay | think some of it again you would have 
to have somebody in a position to be able to buy them so to speak | think there was cooperation for instance 
in in allowing Ruby to have full run of the police department and be able to get in the position in which to to 
shoot Lee Harvey Oswald to allow the evidence to be manufactured to be altered to be destroyed and all of 
the things that happen there had to be some complicity on the part of that some of it also | Hank had to be by 
expediency and what | mean by that let's just say you're Nick McDonald for instance and you're a policeman 
that's you know several years of service and suddenly you're cast into the limelight because you're the one 
that goes into the theater and and you slap possible up beside the head and you're the man responsible for 
capturing the assassin of the President of the United States friend | don't care what you found out after that 
you're not going to tell anybody you know you want him to be guilty you know this is your moment in history 
and | believe a lot of that took place also if you go back and ask the policeman right now which we have 
done they'll tell you real quickly that they were told to shut up them by their 





were told to shut up them by their superiors Harriers and number two not only were they they told to shut up 
but the case was taken from the hands of the Dallas police authorities and transferred to the FBI contrary to 
all laws of the land at that time how soon did the FBI come in to take over all they took over immediately 
immediately and large but but soon after and because one of the things we pointed out in 1976 and we have 
this from a farm report that captain will Fritz who was in charge of homicide and robbery and in charge of the 
interrogation of Oswald is in 1975 after the supriya family had been shown for the first time on nationwide 
television he's eating breakfast with his buddies the next day and they're talking about it and he just almost 
stops in mid-bite and he says well probably all of this is going to come out now he said but I'll tell you fellas 
this is a group that he always ate with I'll tell you guys that when the president called me we were 
investigating this crime but when the president called me and told me | had my man what could | do | thought 
he means Linda John | that he meant Lyndon Johnson Lyndon Johnson himself called will create sinto ting 
Lee Harvey Oswald did it of course that's what too began to espouse immediate okay now the FBI was 
involved in destruction of evidence and manipulation of evidence tampering with evidence and they also had 
a hold of Lee Harvey Oswald for a while and they as | 
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Harvey Oswald for a while and they as | understand it they didn't even keep transcripts of their interrogation 
of Lee Harvey Oswald but basically the interrogation boss became under wheel Pritz who was pretty well 
renowned for his interrogation of prisoners and but the FBI were sitting in on it as | understand were other 
intelligence agents Secret Service and Fritz made the statement that he kept no notes that's really important 
he kept no notes of the interrogation he didn't say | didn't take any he said | kept no notes but we've got 
statements from at least two people including Oz will himself when he was asked one time about a certain 
thing he says I've already answered that it's in your notes read for yourself so we know that we from him and 
from from a postal inspector by the name of hair Holmes who was also present for what | don't know what a 
postal inspector is doing it an interrogation but he was who also mentioned the notes that were being kept 
but they've never turned up and so we don't know what Oz was saying during during the hours of his 
incarceration and before Jack Ruby shot him but the Dallas Police were not as derelict | think in the 
evidentiary stages as was the the Federal Bureau of Investigation because some of what they did you know | 
find hard to believe even now Gary one of the big aspects of the cover-up has to do with his grassy knoll 
theory there's a pruder film many eyewitnesses immediately after the shooting said that they saw and heard 
smoke and bullets coming from the opposite end of Dealey Plaza from where Oswald was supposedly 
shooting him and a 
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Oswald was supposedly shooting him and a Zapruder film so saw Kennedy's head go in two directions how 
did they cover up this grassy knoll theory who was responsible that was that police FBI or how did this cover- 
up take place basically it had to take place in this way Warren Commission totally relied on the FBI some 
feeling from the CIA and some from the Secret Service and other intelligence agencies and investigative 
agencies but basically what the FBI fed them that's what they use so that the FBI you know completely you 
know they they didn't say that there were no witnesses who said the shots but there were no reliable reports 
of shots anywhere other than the sixth floor of the Texas School Book Depository one of the one of the funny 
things about that is is they publish steel frames frame by frame of the Sapru turf em in in the Warren 
Commission volumes when they get to frame number 312 and 313 which is the time of the president's fatal 
head shot then he takes and reverses those frames afterward that were | say he they are they are reversed 
and they finally called and then they had the tendency is what what you do if you're following them it has a 
tendency to completely negate the backward head movement of the president upon being shot that's in the 
Warren Commission that's in the Warren Commission understand be and he wrote a letter of course when 
they found it and said it was just a printing error all of those frames and that's the only two that are out of 
order this kind of thing all the way through | thought the FBI had done that they doctored it up where they 
were responsible responsible but they also swallowed a lot of other evidence didn't they oh yeah okay and 
the witnesses they carefully doctored 
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the witnesses they carefully doctored their use of witnesses too didn't they family the witnesses that they 
they pushed toward the Warren Commission with those witnesses that bust twisted the buttress the their 
report you know we we got tunnel vision | admit that as a as a researcher and one who's found flaws in it and 
you know we tend to tend to go in one direction but I'm not as bad | don't have the tunnel vision that they had 
and that they would completely ignore all of the it's amazing the number of witnesses that said a shot was 
fired over 50 they were in Dealey Plaza and a position to hear and see said the shot came from the 
president's right front and that kind of thing you can't ignore of course the biggest cover-up right away was 
the Warren Commission and that famous that wonderful memo from that was sent to them let's see now | 
always get that mixed up was it the press secretary sending it to or somebody's acted Rizzo teri Kaneko's | 
love that that was the assistant attorney general oh that's right Nicholas Katzenbach writing to mr. Bill 
Moyers who was new aide to the new President Lyndon Johnson and he wrote that you know we must this is 
a paraphrase we must say Oswald was the lone assassin and that we must not let the American people think 
that he's not in other words we must have him right now in the press as convicted tried and convicted and no 


conspiracy exists with a domestic reform and we must we must get the evidence together in such a way that 
there will be no other possibilities and that this is the only possibility well it's so so that means the cover-up 
was immediate right up at the top now why somebody had to make 
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the top now why somebody had to make this decision that this had to be covered up immediately another 
highest level | think that had to come from the highest level when the Warren Commission came together 
and this is just a little sideline when they came together their first initial meetings first thing they got was an 
outline and a part of the outline now this is before they've done any investigation is Oz will ask the assassin 
that's one of the major breakdowns in their outline they've already before they've investigated and looked at 
the case decided that they're going to and here's all the items the subheadings underneath the outline as to 
why lowa was the assassin now that had to come from the FBI because they're doing that should their 
interim report and supplemental report to that and said oz were did it day long when when the committee 
came together they they made note about John what is what are your feelings on this it's one thing to have 
an assassination of a bunch of people getting together and killing the president but then immediately the 
highest levels of the government and the establishment the Warren Commission was made up of people 
from the bedrock of the American political and economic establishment John J McCloy Allen Dulles etc and 
these people immediately say it's Oswalt and that's it and then they do all this big cover-up what what are 
they trying to cover up well there's there is no way that a fair investigation could have been in fact conducted 
by the people that were on the Warren Commission President Johnson selected that committee obviously 
with great advice and input so you start with him you know we just said that it started with from the very top 
president's supposed to be at the very 
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president's supposed to be at the very top what did he have to gain and lose in terms of the Kennedy killing 
in the cover-up now it is debated about whether or not he might have engineered it you know so he could 
become president and and why not | | don't see that really now but although God knows his political career 
was very very dirty and there are some bodies lying around but also his ties with the mob as apparently if 
you read David chimes book you know many if not most of our top political leaders have mob contacts it may 
even be a situation where the mob has such muscle and influence that you can't really be a top leader 
without the connections with the mob or at least a lace a ferret relationship with them but in any case 
Johnson like the others we mentioned before he is faced with being permanently eclipsed by John Kennedy 
Johnson wanted to be president he could never become president as long as Kennedy was around Kennedy 
is dead he's president | don't think he necessarily engineered the killing but he certainly benefited from it very 
greatly he could have spent his entire presidency presiding over an investigation of the conspiracy to kill 
Kennedy or he could get the thing behind him as quickly as possible and go on with his life and his 
presidency in his place in history now as he did it his place in history had to do with the great social 
revolution in the United States that he engineered and the Vietnam War which is tragedy that he engineered 
and it had very little to do with with the Kennedy killing a cursory sweep it under there under the rug so he 
leaped immediately he was obviously predisposed to leap upon the lowness ass and get the thing behind 
him and go on with his life you go to others Allen Dulles to put him on that committee he was obviously a 
mortal enemy of John Kennedy he was the person in the CIA the famous director who really was responsible 
for the Bay of Pigs fiasco even to the detail of arranging to be in 
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even to the detail of arranging to be in Puerto Rico giving a lecture when the landing happened so that he 
would have plausible deniability which meant he wasn't there to persuade the president to do this or that he 
was hiding out down in Puerto Rico and he got fired you know his place in history to mind you had been 
involved in great manipulations during and after World War two he had a great sense of his own role in 
history behind the scenes perhaps but nevertheless making and breaking presidents all over the world and 


he's fired by Kennedy and some humiliation at the end of his long and distinguished career to put him on that 
commission what chance are you going to have of him vigilantly investigating who killed the president 
especially if some of his own former CIA people were involved as they clearly were Gerald Ford others on a 
committee were prompt the strong historic allies and protectors of the FBI and as we said before J Edgar 
Hoover had a long lifetime association with organized crime and the FBI director who gave the orders to 
focus on a lone assassin in some ways if the cover-up seems so crass and flagrant and yet if you understand 
the workings of the government they they generally come up with party lines | mean the President or Henry 
Kissinger when he dominated the government with out the word and this is the policy and everybody else 
even if they knew it wasn't true that was the line and everybody sort of takes up on it the Admirals the 
generals had passed the word down in the Bethesda Medical Center and Walter Reed Hospital that you 
know what people better not speak they wouldn't have to be calling on the phone to the Admiral for example 
saying be sure that the autopsy is done this way in this way in this way to make the cover-up work they 
wouldn't present it that way at all they would be saying look we want to make sure that this Lona sighs 
they've already caught the killer we want to make sure they're not a lot of wild rumors and people agitating 
around the nation and Johnson gave them 
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around the nation and Johnson gave them some useful cover stories he said if | investigate this thing 
vigilantly we may have to go to war with Russia implying that the Russians might have done it so the general 
is calling down to the Admiral to the people down below saying let's keep this thing under control let's be 
mature about it they've already caught the killer it's obviously this coming nut Lee Harvey Oswald now make 
sure everybody does it go hog-wild and keep the lid on those doctors down there | want | don't want them 
shooting off their mouths and in a military establishment and with the discipline they have that would be 
sufficient for a whole lot of people to say aye aye sir here's the word yes sir and let's and then of course they 
had to have someone a little more cynical in that to manipulate the photographs that you know to put care in 
places where there wasn't here before and cover up wounds that so they | mean they literally cut it's in the 
high treason book of the head of the president you can see where they added in an effective to pay to cover 
up where the wear wounds actually existed this kind of thing the whole government agreeing and then the 
establishment agreeing the press agreeing okay here's the line this is the way it is the president said the 
Warren Commission said and it all falls kind of naturally into place except in this case | mean they've done it 
hundreds and hundreds of times with lesser things the necessity of our going into the Vietnam War that blew 
up in their faces later on but it worked for a while in the nation marched off to war again they did it very 
successfully with Ronald Reagan as he was president trying to make him appear as a wise benign president 
when in fact he was mentally defective he couldn't think straight but they all agreed that he was the president 
it was his policies and then packaged him and sold him to the country now there is a massive mass media 
cover-up in this - they went right along with it to this day the establishment 
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with it to this day the establishment media say you were given a party line of the Warren Commission now 
how could they have been controlled and fit into this frame well 80% of our news in this country is quoting the 
president or quoting some figure quoting the Warren Commission this is how they maintain power in the 
hands of the people in power what are the voices the spokespeople and in power the news is that in giving 
his speech today President Bush said such and so it's not considered to be good for him to write and he was 
lying through his teeth throughout the whole thing and everybody was laughing and giggling because it 
couldn't possibly be true no the news story is the president said such and so and then what he said and then 
senator so-and-so on the Warren Commission there was article after article when the people on the 
Commission itself were speaking out and they were all saying and J Edgar Hoover statements and Bill 
Moyers statements and the assistant attorney general statements and all the others saying it's clearly a lone 
assassin so the media is reporting that now obviously the media one would dream that the media could take 
a more aggressive position and put big headlines saying flagrant cover-up with foot people are lying all over 
the place but the rules of journalism that the owners of the media have established or that that would be 


irresponsible journalism this is where you get into the books you know manufacturing consent Chomsky's 
book on the subject or inventing reality michael parentis book on the subject how they make believe and then 
make the nation believe their make-believe it's irresponsible journalism for the newspapers to take the lead 
and say what happened they believe their role or they maintain that their role is to announce or to repeat to 
the public what the leaders say happen on the editorial page they obviously could do a better job they would 
defend themselves l'm quite sure by saying oh we ran lots of articles about other theories and other 
possibilities and we ran lots of our bed pieces expressing doubt about this and the other and they go back 
and show you the articles but it still doesn't carry weight until you get 
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still doesn't carry weight until you get some front-page story saying senator so-and-so says this is a flagrant 
cover-up Kennedy was killed sloppy investigation massive cover-up afoot and the media didn't see its 
responsibility to do that it saw its responsibility to participate in the cover story there's another aspect of this 
too is that from my studies if you look to see who the media moguls were at this time and who the top people 
in American power structure you know like head of Chase Manhattan Bank head of Ford Foundation the 
head of the CIA you find that they're all interlocked with each other they are involved in organizations such 
as the Council on Foreign Relations the Bilderbergers they are in a lot of the same elite social clubs the head 
of the time-life was a man who was a very important person at the top of the American power structures a 
CD Jackson so it would be very easy for these people to see each other informally or call each other up 
knowing each other and their attitudes on keeping control of the government and the economic system it 
would be very easy for them to coordinate say hey that we got to do this and then they would just take it from 
there Wayne Smith you know is a distinguished professor Johns Hopkins is formerly the State Department's 
representative in Cuba and resigned in 82 in protest of Reagan's policies lifetime career as a diplomat visa 
vie the u.s. and Cuba and not long ago during the summer when I was reading some of these books he we 
were talking on the phone he said that they're feeling back then at the time of the killing was that the nation 
was simply not ready for the awful truth that the fabric of society couldn't tolerate it couldn't accept it and and 
then he said he wasn't sure they were necessarily wrong given the circumstances back then although his 
position is that now enough time has 
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position is that now enough time has gone by that we should investigate he would like to see a full honest 
investigation at the present time my answer to him maybe I'm a purist maybe I'm still in a perverse way naive 
as | was naive when the CIA was using me but | don't buy that even if it would tear the nation apart from top 
to bottom if that's what's if you have such cynicism that they can kill the president and stuff it down the 
public's throat to cover up and go on about their lives then we need to tear the society apart from top to 
bottom and shake it apart and get some sense of law and order what reality of order can there be in a society 
that is that cynical you know how excuse me go ahead John well | you know | said that and he he did not 
disagree with and he's certainly working now to get an investigation but if someone like him would clearly 
understand their thinking back then well it's it's truly gruesome but the nation just wouldn't be ready to deal 
with a cover-up that kills our president better to pull together and keep you know nationalism going and 
everything Wow | think every time | see the big dogs say something like that | saw during Watergate etc Oh 
it'll tear this country apart if we have an investigation on what they're really saying is that the American 
people would find out too much about how the American political and economic system really work and who 
controls it and how and who benefits and if this window were to open up and people were to see the way 
things really would happen they would be quite angry so in the Kennedy case they would see how the CIA 
was operating as Lyndon Johnson later said Adam murder incorporated in in Latin America they would see 
the relationships between the establishment people and the mob and organized crime and drugs and they 
would see the all of these unsavory things which the 
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all of these unsavory things which the American people are not aware of and if there were a true 
investigation of this these things would come out and they might lose control if there had been a true 
investigation of the Kennedy killing George Bush's policies today would be different if he would be an office 
in fact his his double-sided cover story about a war on drugs while his own personal and his own staff's 
involvement with major drug dealers he of course blithely ignores in the major media blithely ignores even 
though they have previously published these things they've now agreed it's okay what what's happening 
there one can surmise is carry over to the Kennedy assassination is this is the Mafia after all or forms of it 
that are smuggling the drugs and you really are never going to go after them you know you don't want to get 
yourself bumped up it's much better to play ball and all the balances take place and that way you don't get 
yourself assassinated in fact there's even a more sinister aspect to this cover-up than we've gone into so far 
and that is the amount of people that were killed or mysteriously died who were either involved in the 
conspiracy or had evidence and testimony that went against the lone assassin theory Gary when did the 
mysterious deaths so to speak begin with the cover-up when did witnesses begin dying let us say under 
mysterious circumstances and how broad did this mysterious death but I think it probably had to start with 
Lee Oswald dollars at least arrest and it goes from there it started immediately and it continues even today 
there's no way to put a number figure to it but you can let's just take two or three George de Mohrenschildt 
who was oz was best friend in Dallas a very influential Russian immigrant and a very smart intelligent man 
befriended the Oswald's he had 
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man befriended the Oswald's he had French intelligence connections button dating back into World War two 
did some very strange things had some strange connections to some very high-ranking people in fact was in 
the Intelligence Agency headquarters in mid 1963 with a colonel and a man from down in Haiti the very 
important bankers down there but that's a store you know different story three hours before he was to talk to 
a Senate investigator looking into the Kennedy assassination he had already made contact with him set up 
the apartment he takes a shotgun puts it in his mouth and blows his brains out that's what we're told and I'm 
supposing that that's what happened but the key is it was because of the Kennedy assassination Sam 
Giancana was one of these with operation Mongoose one of the organized crime figures who had already 
was telling the Senate and was being called before them one more time and late in the night he is shot in the 
basement of his home as he's fixing a breakfast obviously for himself and whoever this friend quote-unquote 
is that's there with him who shoots him once in the back and then | understand shoots him seven times in the 
mouth as he lays there dying meaning just the boys point Giancana associate in this operation Mongoose 
which was the Castro assassination attempts was a fella by the name of John Roselli you people have heard 
this story but but it's very important he's been talking about all of the things surrounding the Castro attempts 
and the John Kennedy assassination and suddenly he ends up floating up out of Key 
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he ends up floating up out of Key Biscayne Florida and a 55-gallon drum he's been cut to pieces and stuffed 
into it and left there for day this goes on and on and on there are witnesses in Dealey Plaza - ruby associates 
and friends - organized crime figures - hi CIA people how many oh | have no idea it's you know it's been 
calculated by some to be in the 40s and 50s and some by signing up in past 200 | don't think you can 
actually set high treason book is one of the better recent books let's talk about some of these recent - book 
yeah this would this would definitely be useful this book high treason by Robert Groden Harrison Livingston 
they list 49 people as | counted they don't have a number but | went 200 if | didn't miss when it was 49 by 
name explaining what their association with the killing what what they knew and the timing of their killing and 
then they mentioned a couple places of seven here and seven there that also were killed without naming 
them these 49 killings as they describe them they're imaginative all kinds of deaths some of them apparently 
suicide some of them improbable suicides car crashes shootings bludgeonings if you name it they could be 
done by anyone | see a lot of mob involvement but this is frankly because | know so much about the the Jack 
Ruby's involvement in the killing and other mob figures in and around the killing and so you know the mob 
was there and then you think of these things yeah that sounds like the mob might very well have done that if 


it had been a killing in a situation where there was no possible mob involvement | would not have felt 
uncomfortable and believing that these were engineered by people like the CIA zopi Mongoose people are 
people working out of the Pentagon there's nothing special about them it's just different ways you can knock 
people 
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just different ways you can knock people off trying to keep it well | say trying to keep it from being too flagrant 
but lots of more very flaky kinda getting onto these books healthy we've got so many in such good ones 
coming out now and it makes it in 1980 reading Anthony summers book clearly you could only conclude from 
that there was a conspiracy what was name of that book ah conspiracy okay his book conspiracy and he's 
but he pulls his punches sorta but he pulls up at the end he won't deal with the killed witnesses and and he 
won't deal really with projecting as to who might have done the conspiracy who was responsible for it and 
under what circumstances now there were some books out then Gary's book a cover-up did deal with you 
know who might have done with the conspiracy and the conspiracy and killing and the cover-up we we had a 
kind of a dearth for a while books coming out they've been lots of books on the assassination I'm sure but 
major books coming out recently we've had several come out that that really bring a lot of this together in 
great detail and just to mention these for the benefit of the viewers there's the book best evidence by David 
liftin and this one doesn't reach any conclusions but it just goes meticulously over the evidence showing all 
the discrepancies in the Warren Commission's presentation of things very powerful without leading you 
anywhere in in a picture this book reasonable doubt by hurt you can show it to the camera the first half of this 
book | found to be just absolutely excellent as he presents the the evidence in in dollars around the killing 
that could not fit a lone assassin theory the second half of the book | felt like it drifts into things that are much 
less specific a little harder to follow and thereby less convincing just in the last year we have 
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convincing just in the last year we have two books that have come out that really quite fascinating a little bit 
of unfortunate controversy around them but they even that may stimulate interest and make it worthwhile but 
you have David Shyam's book which presents the strong case this is contract on America and it's sold 
zillions of copies fortunately zebra press published last year where he focuses on the extent of the mobs 
involvement in the killing but also with top US political leaders this is an excellent book to get a vision of how 
much influence and how vigorous and how energetic the mob is and was in that killing unfortunately it's a 
weakness in his book I think he just doesn't deal with the sea-ice presence very much in the killing now 
we've corresponded with him since then and it is not that he believes the CIA was not presence he does but 
he was just investigating the mobs you know involvement in it and perhaps a better choice of wording he 
might have said that he might have come out and said you know the CI was also involved but | focused on 
the mom and the mob overlaps into the CIA then you have the garrison book which goes the opposite and 
says it was the CIA and doesn't say much about the mob and Garrison's book is another excellent book as 
Jim Garrison from New Orlean he was the district attorney who investigated this thing who engineered some 
some trial tried to get people prosecutor tried to prosecute Clay Shaw himself was put on trial and both of 
those trials were futile the people were not convicted he or show and then evidence came out much later that 
he probably would have won his case if he had had the full evidence against Shaw that came out years after 
Shaw died one of the 49 people unfortunately controversy that surrounds garrison is he was flailed by the 
major media and lots of stories were circulated that he was associated with the mob he was a district 
attorney in New Orleans for the 
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district attorney in New Orleans for the mob ran things and Hetal Marcelo had so much energy and control 
and he's of course said that they were just out to get him because he was exposing their activities 
unfortunately for his case for his credibility he has a shot in this book to clarify his position visa Vida mob and 
he doesn't even in this book when he had a chance to say here's why | was not involved with the mob 


instead he says that Jack Ruby may have run some errands for the mob my gosh oh yeah and he says at 
the end he paths brushes off mob involvement at other times he said that in New Orleans he's found no 
evidence of Carlos Marcello running things or dominating things and you could not be district attorney in New 
Orleans and not know of the extent of Marcellus activities maybe he doesn't want to be assassinated well it 
could very well be and now now the shine he gets a little stickier than that Cheyne writes in his book the 
garrison has mob ties and has been seen having brother with Carlos Marcello's brothers having dinner 
having breakfast and dinner sorry with Carlos Marcellus brothers after Marcelo was in prison and this would 
you know implying it and also citing a time he went up country with them to some villa in Louisiana to meet 
with them now we've tracked this down and asked shame about his source on that and he says his sources 
are impeccable but they're anonymous he can't reveal them for the evidence of garrison dining with the 
Marcello brothers that's unfortunate because to make an assertion like that it would be awfully nice if you had 
some documentation you could share with readers to help them a photograph or something to help them 
judge and he doesn't have that so he's asking us to take it on faith that he has unimpeachable sources of 
that information he nevertheless | think 
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information he nevertheless | think these are two excellent books but they're just looking at different parts of 
the elephant one of them showing the mob involvement is is just an excellent piece of work and Garrison's 
book is fascinating and his conclusions are very strong although he just will not address the mob issue this is 
what brings us to the the best book that we have out recently is high treason by Robert Groden and Harrison 
Livingston conservatory Press published in 1989 they put it all together now they really try to beat it to death 
they overwrite it they make a point and then they repeated five times to make it very clear what they're trying 
to say and given all the obfuscation and confusion around the assassination | find this effective and dealing 
with this subject it's it's a well-written book to this purpose and they put it all together they show the mobs 
involvement the CIA's involvement the military's involvement they show the photographs that were altered 
they discuss how the body was was altered and changed from one casket to the next all kinds of details in it 
and they do reach conclusions which again Anthony summers avoided doing they project as we've done in 
this show in the previous one as to how it must have been done and who must have been involved and they 
conclude as we have that that the CIA engineered the killing itself the ambush and a cover-up was the result 
of a broad conspiracy if you will cooperation between the FBI and the military and the CIA and the Warren 
Commission and the White House they tend to if you'll permit me they tend to gild the Kennedys in a way 
that | would not do they really idolize them and tribute to them no evil and no remarkable weaknesses and 
what role do they attribute to the mob in there he didn't mention that analysis in the high treason book it deals 
with the CIA's involvement and with the mobs involvement and shows the relationship 
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involvement and shows the relationship between the they get that right because no one previously had 
explored the way the they also go into the operation Mongoose story yeah they go into it although yeah they 
go into it convincingly they could go into greater detail they could explore it further but they go into it and it's a 
very convincing book and | what what do you think there's a there's another book that ought to be mentioned 
there and that's John Davis's book called mafia kingfish yeah and it concerns call us Marshall oh the New 
Orleans mafia chieftain then and takes the same position is shine to some extent but more more detailed 
more evidence and very convincing in that area high treason Robert Groden it ought to be made known he is 
the same Robert Groden that did all of the fine work on the Abraham Zapruder film the original optically 
enhanced and and had the intestinal fortitude to to get on the Geraldo Rivera show and show it on national 
television under threat of lawsuit and everything else you can think up and showed it to the American people 
and was a great boost to you know the American public's awareness of what was going on here what extent 
does it correspond with your own research | would want out a different take on it no | would point out that that 
he brings out some new evidence in it he he's one of the first to publish by the way the new best evidence 


book as well as his publishes for the first time the black and white photographs of the president's autopsy a 
lot of people are going to trial that's just terrible to do that the only reason it's done the only reason it's done

you during the night 225 anniversary celebrations last fall | didn't see you on the cot constantly but | got cut 
there | got the cutting room floor most time in the about three and a half minutes we have left it's not much to 
make time to make a conclusion but the satirist Paul Krassner said we saw him say that well we've had all 


these political assassinations and the survivors now say they have a mandate but Kennedy of course wasn't 
the last political assassination you had Karen Silkwood you had rfk Bobby Kennedy you had attempted kill 
George Wallace and Martin Luther King was assassinated so it appears that the political assassination has 
been alive and well in the United States and apparently the people saw that they could get away with this 
another either that this group the did this conspiracy or other people say hey it works and we can get away
